It tvili 
have been observed afso, that, in his 
opening speech to the Legislative Council, 
Sir William stales that he bad objecled 
to such a procedure, " 1 have sub- 
mitted,'' he observe?, " that as the defi- 
ciency of labour is very great in Wetv 
South Wales, and wages, in conse- 
quence, very high, it would be 
in every way better to tend all the cois- 
r.iferi to that colony, where they have noti- 
fied their willingnesa toreceive them, than 
to thro iv the in into a market which, like 
that of this colony, is fur the present auQici- 
enlly supplied." 

We are much obligfrJ to His Excel- 
lency fur his leish to have " all " these 
people sent lo us ! But tee are not aware 
that we have anywhere notified our "wil- 
lingness" toreceive them all.

Twenty horses is a great number to 
be yoked to one waggon, but not mo many if 
that waggon bears u locomotive, Theee 
thousand policemen are a great number to pre- 
lect one city, and not too many if it contains 
fifty thousand. rogues. Ten pumps area good 
many lo be at work on board a ship, hut not 
too many if they only just keep the leak, under. 
The only real ground fet sorrow on tliis occa- 
sion is that so great a weeding of the panel 
should havo been found accessary. It reveals 
tho extensive dcmaraliratioii of tho Irish me- 
tropolis. We grieve over the fact. We re- 
cognise tt most fully. We desire to coned 
ill but not by Buffering tho do anorali jniion to 
jury bmc if we can keep them out.
